Dear Eric, 

I received your package containing the Johnson invoices in August. 

Thank you so much for providing those for my research. I was hoping to 
connect an invoice from Johnson to Smith and Sons of Chicago that 
would be the source of the coins Smith offered for sale in The 
Numismatist ad of March 1943. I believe these coins originated with 
Col Green, but since no invoice exists from Johnson to Smith, Smith 
must have bought them from another source. 

Many pioneer gold coins come on the market in 1942-44 and most of the 
rarities are from Brand and Col Green. The invoices you have provide a 
clue as to where some of these coins went. Would it be too much of an 
imposition to ask for copies of invoices from the following? 

James Kelly- pioneer gold, 1792 patterns, 1884 & 1885 trade dollars, 

1823 & 1827 quarters 

Abe Kosoff- pioneer gold, 1792 patterns, 

George Walton- pioneer gold, 1884 & 1885 trade dollars 

Art Kagin/Hollinbeck Coin Co- pioneer gold, proof gold before 1858 

F C C Boyd- pioneer gold, 1792 patterns 

Charles M Williams- pioneer gold 

Any invoice with an 1838-0 half dollar- Col Green had 7
